SINGAPORE AND CHINESE ‘COOLIE 
IMMIGRATION. 
Singapore, April 30. 

The single thing that tho commercial 
communities of Singapore and Penang are 
for the present bound to do is to see that 
they uniterstond to the full whut the Chi- 
nese Immigrant Depot Bill'is, what it will 
do, and what indirect results may arise 
thorefrom. First of all, as to the origin 
‘Bt the bill, From the correspondence 
published to-duy between the Governor 
and Mr Chamberlain it is mide clear that 
the initiative hay beef taken out hero, 
and therefore that the Colonial Govern- 
nfent are acting proprio anete in th&mat- 
tet, and not on any dictation from the 
‘Secretary of State. ‘The bill before the 
Council,—whose second reading is en- 
desvoured tu ba ‘rushed’ to-day, sppa- 
rently: without giving the Chambers of 
Commercy and shipping firms time to 
apprehend the situation, —is not the first 
tall sublinitied by “Sir Charles Mitchel) 
ta Mr Chamborlain, But we gather that 
the point on which we warned the public, 
namely, the diversion of apart uf “this 
propased spécinl revenue to the Impe- 
rial exehequer by way of inilitary  tri- 
bute, had not been overlooked by the 
Goyernor, for he in bis despatch of the 
20th January 1897 indicates that the 
draft bill cnelosed for Me Chamberlain’s 
approval contained a clause exeipiny this 
revenue froty the 174 per cent. military 
assessinent, tis rather crineus for future 
dealings with aur revenue that My Chin- 
hurlain ‘distinetly objects to any NUL, 
no matter how temporary or ‘low special, 
Eeing bo ‘earmarked " that it should not 
be held liable ta the military levy. With- 
out perhaps meaning it Sir Chaules Mit- 
cheli's proposal to exempt su special a 
fund from paying 17} per cent, to the 
Hinperiul Government has just verved to 
remind Dawning ‘Street that ready: 
way to increase’ the Colony’s contribution 
to Imperial cha 3 to continue to aug- 
pest or dictate hi methods of taxation.

The eonclusion” 
ig ong which, though apparently logical, in 
reality betrays such a complete want of 
comptchension of how the lax would 
operate that it is clear that no reflection 
at all has been: given to that question. 
Although the Governor must be admitted 
to have onco possessed 6 cortiin know- 
ledgo of things nautical in his former 
service capacity, yet we cannot think that 
he had, when he. wrote the despatch, con- 
sidered the working ofthe taxation at all. 
Though nécessarily quite unfaniliar with 
the way in which rival shipping lines ran 
their business, we do think that the Gover 
nor, had he thonght it over Ab all, would 
shave cone to suspect that things would 
“not work out so casily as the trustful child- 
‘tike imocence of his theery woald imply.

Experience gained during tho te war, 
with China conclusively shows that horsaa, 
‘play a very important part in military 
matters, ut thera are in Japan no 
horses wuited to the purpose, nor ia there 
any way of breeding them, Tho’ Govorn-- 
ment recently appointed o Committes 
to investigale this mattor and hava sent 
exporienced officers to Kurops and America 
in connection with it. Moreover n- bill 
providing for the examination of stu: 
horses Was ged by the Dict. These 
steps have of course ben taken with the 
idea of improving the brecd, 8o.aa to make 
it fit for military uses. Bub.as ub pre- 
sont the Government cannot obtain twenty 
thousand decent horses, is it possible for the 
country to produce 4, 500,000, the number 
really required in the event of war f Instead 
therofore of attempting to improve tho breed 
of tho animala now in the cuuntry should not, 
the Government import othera? Japan can- 
not produce tho large horses used for ayricul- 
tural pursuits in other countries because her 
farmora aro only petty peasants owning 
but a few acres of Jand each. Quer con- 
temporary wdvocates the formation ‘of a 
burcau in the Agricultural and Conmercial 
Department te kupervise the raising of 
horses in 4Wo or three districts arranged by

\ THE INTERVIEW WITH REPORTER. 

As nnnounced. in our supplement this 
morning, Senor Don Domingo Martinez, 
brother of the Municipal Councillor Dun 
Roman, arrived in the capital this morning. 
Desirous of furnishing the public with all 
that has happened to this ex-captjve of the 
rebels we interviewed Ayn in his house 
whore he must kindly supplied us with 
details which we shall endeavonr to re- 
produce with the utinost exactitude. 

HIS CAPTURE. 

On the 20th Septeniber last year, Myr 
Martinez was visiting the estate of Mr 
Amatriain, situated in tho district of 
Maomi, in tho parish of Tinus, and with- 
wut ‘nny suspicion: that the infamous in- 
surrection was on the point of breaking 
out he -tetired to res: ; he was soon, how- 
ever, alarmed by the barking of the largo 
watch-dogs in the gateway, and rising to 


took ont, and perceived several men dirmed 
with rifles and bulos (ie, bowie knives) 
who were trying to enter Ue house, 

Mr Martinez, although ‘aware that the 
intentions of these men werenvt very pacitic, 
allowed. tem to enter and tied up the dogs. 
Once inside, these individuals seized Mr 
Martinez, tied him op securely with cords 
(similar to the way the Spanish polico and 
authorities do when arresting “a native), 
and compelled him w de to them a 
rifloand revolver in iis possession. After 
this the criminals deliberated what they 
should do with their prisoner, The majo- 
rity were for killing him, but one ‘o! 
their number was strongly. opposed to 
such a course, because Mr Martinez said 
he had adaughter who would become dcsti- 
tute if they tuuk his life, 
¥ ON TILE ROAD TO AMADEO; 

After ransacking the estate, at nine 
o'clock at night they infurmed Mr Martinez 
he,nust start for Amadeo accompanied hy 
ten individuals armed with rifles, With- 
out any accident they arri at the out- 
skirts of the-town of Auden at ton o'clock 
the following morning. After resting a 
little, one of his escort blew a horn which 
he hud taken from the estate, when an in- 
finite number of men, women, and children 
appeared, some with bolox, others with 
sticks and stones, with which they inflicted 
various wounds on their prisoner. [This is 
most unlikely and improbable, and a little 
garnish only of the reporter, who.is unable 
to allay even now his anti-Philippine senti- 
ments, instead of being grateful to the 
rebela ‘fur their generous treatment of 
Spanish prisoners, so wolike the treatment 
of rebel prisoners by Spaniards]. 

After’ theso savages hid satiated theria- 
selves, they conducted their prisoner to 
the tribunal (i. village court-huuse and 


stocks, where he remained until five o'clock 
in the afterivon, suffering horribly be- 
cause of the stallness of the tormenting 
apparatus. [This is all claptraps the stocks

~ “At this hour he was liberated from. this 
horrible punishment in order tu be pre- 
sented to the Minister of Grace and Jus- 
tice, one called Kmilio Riegu de Rios, who 
lived in a house close to the ‘Tribunal, 

Contrary to expectation, Mr Martinez 
was received by this would-be Minister 
with every attention snd deference, -and 
heard from hia lips the consoling words 
that he would be liberated. After all the 
sufferings he had gone through, such words, 
so unexpected, wero as balsam to his 
wounds, and gave him hope and consola- 
tion, things he liad despaired of since he 
fell into the power of these impious crea- 
tures. 

The Minister then ordered him to bo 
taken to tha Convent (¢. ‘Priest's house 
similar to our English rectories, and always 
the best house in the village) and left thera 
in company with Father Agapito Echegoyen 
{a Spanish priest), Three days later and 
without gnything furthor happening, Mr 
Martinez and Father Echegoyen were 
taken to Binacayan, where the local Pre- 
sidont of the .Katipunon was, one Bal 
doméro Aguinaldo, whore they were pre- 
sented to this ‘ President,’ who ordered 
the Priest to go uff to the elds to perfor 
a religious act, whilet Mr Martinez remain-

SUFFERINGS. 

At seven o'clock that night, Emilo 
Aguinaldo arrived at his brothér Baldome- 
to's house, and having ascertained who 
the prisoner was, ho tuok him with him 
and his escort to Cavite Viejo. Onca on 
the march, Emilio called Mr Martinez to 
his sido, taking his declaration during 
the journey, but making fun of him and 
making him suffer terribly by announc.: 
ing his early oxecution. The’ poor cap- 
tive unce ‘more saw @ clear sky on ar- 
riving at the end of his voyage. And 
although after arrival-in Cavite Viejo, they 
again placed him in the stocks he was soon 
taken from this torment and went to the 
house of one Candido Tirona, Minister of 
Marine, who received him with affibility, 
telling him that he need have no fear for 
his lite, which would be respected and that 
all that had been said by Emilio was in 
joke.

ed men, found the widow of the unfor 
tunate Licutenint of Civil Guard, Mr 
Bricefio. In this housu they renisined ud- 
til our troops attacked Tmus, when they 
were ordered to procecd thither by the 
Generalissime and thore remained until the 
victorious troops penetrated into the vill- 
age, when the rehely obliged them to 
abandon it and go te Naic. In couthany 
with Mr Martinez was Bricetio's widuWand 
a Spanich suldier prisoner. 

The captives arrived in Naic almost 
dying of Insuger and fatigue, but Mascarado 
found them comfortable. quarters im the 
house of ong of his-relations, where they 
remained until our troops took Rosurio, 
afterwards going to Maragondon, accom. 
panied by Cayetano Topaciv, who behaved 
oxtremely well tu them and more especially 
to tho pour widow of Tri 
‘ A DISAPPOID ". 

On Goud Friday, the captiges arrived at 
Maragondon, and were detained by soven 
men ‘un -horseback, who after Ussrming 
Topacio compelled Mr Martinez and tho 
Spanish soldier to follow them to an estate 
where Andres Bonifacio was _ staying. 
The poor captives obeyed, and within 
t few hours were in presence of the 
supreme head who ealled himself: Andres, 
The sight of him was repulsive to Loth pri- 
soners, and this brute must have under- 
stood it, havitig given orders that no eon- 
sideration should be shown them. One of 
his satellites took u declaration from Mr 
Martinez, but nothing said by him was con- 
signed to paper. On the contrary, they 
wrote what they chose. The same huppon- 
ed with the declaration of the suldicr named 
Domingo Eriz. ; 

SENTENCE OF DEATH. 

A few hour after this: mock trial, sen- 
tence of death wus prononnced on the pri- 
sonera, but on requesting Mr Martines to 
muify same with his signature, he protest- 
ed, saying that everything: which had been 
taken down was false. In the meantime 
Emilio Aguinaldo, to whom .Mr Martinez 
had endeared himself, got wind of the affair 
and sentan order to Andres. Bonifacio to set 
them at liberty immediately, with a. gentle 
hint that if he did not do so he would com- 
pel him by force of arms. 

The cowardliness of Andros Bonifacio is 
wel] known, therefore i¢ is not surprising 
that he immediately tovk to his heels on 
hearing of the determination of Aguinaldo. 

Aguinaldo was satisfied with this flight 
and went in pursuit of Bonifacio and his 
men, coming up with him near Amadeo, 
where they hada deadly fight and many 
were “killed on both sides; but Bonifacio 
came off worst, all his men not killed being 
taken prisoners, amongat, them Bonifacio 
himself, who was taken to Nuic severely 
wounded in the throat. | On this news 
reaching Aguinaldo, he ordered him to be 
brought to his presence dead or alive, which 
was done that same evening. Nothing 
particular happened to our prisoners until 
Monday morning, when the presence of 
the Spanish troops was announced outside 
Naic. [This is most improbable} 

Mr Martinez siys the rebels had absolute 
confidence that our urmy could not take 
Naie, partly from uatural position and 
partly from the, stubburn resistanee they 
intended tu after. They wero, however,. 
sudly “deecived, because in a few hours 
Naie was ours, : 

YREE AT'LAST. 

When the firing y vere, we ‘noticed 
the spirits uf the rebels decaying, and when 
the retreat ordered by Aguinaldo com- 
menced a nitive coming over from the 
tanks to Mr Martinez asked him—' Do'you 
wish to suve yourself, sir? If so, hide 
yourself in Lhis house and there await, your 
countrymen.’ Mr Martinez thought it ad- 
visable to necept this friendly advice, and 
waited there until the Spaniards entered 
tho village. An ofticor who wes the first 
tw reach this house, knocking against one 
of the windaws, expressed great joy at find- 
ing him. ow you are free, shake hands 
and Viva Espatia and onward ! finish with 
these cowards,’ After being presented to 
the Genoral and officers, then all embraced 
Mc Martinez and congratulated him on his 
escape, in which we also fervently join. 

[Note: After this what will Mr Comenge 
and Compuny say to the generosity of those 
they were kind enough to call * wild bonsts, 
cannibals, savages, ete’?
